Starch  Prices  to  be  Marked. — Under  the 
arch  Food  Powders  (Control)  Order, 
144,  which  comes  into  force  on  April  2, 
placing  a  similar  Order  published  in  1941, 
becomes  necessary  for  manufacturers 
id  packers  of  starch  food  powders  to 
ark  the  approved  retail  price  of  the 
)ntents  of  all  bulk  containers  from  which 
le  powders  are  sold  loose.  A  further 
lange  from  the  previous  Order  is  that 
■)rnfiour,  which  is  defined  as  starch  in 
owder  form  suitable  for  use  in  the  pre- 
aration  of  human  food,  is  now  distin- 
Liished  from  arrowroot. 

Air-mail  Services  Curtailed.— The  Post- 
laster  General  announces  that,  for  opera- 
onal  reasons,  the  civil  air-mail  services  to 
ibraltar,  Portugal,  Azores,  Cape  Verde 
slands,  Madeira,  Spain,  Canary  Islands, 
witzerland,  French  and  Spanish  Morocco, 
angier,  Algeria,  Tunisia  and  Corsica  have 
een  suspended.  Civil  air-mail  services  to 
ther  countries  will  have  greater  liability 
:)  dday.  The  service  to  prisoners-of-war 
nd  internees  in  Europe,  except  Sweden, 


has  also  been  suspended.  Mails  for  Forces 
overseas  are  not  affected,  except  those 
destined  for  Gibraltar,  air  mails  to  which 
are  suspended. 

Conveyance  of  Carbon  Bisulphide. — Under 
the  Bisulphide  of  Carbon  (Conveyance) 
Regulations,  1944,  now  in  operation,  the 
previous  (1935)  regulations  are  amended, 
so  that  every  vehicle  while  engaged  in  the 
conveyance  of  bisulphide  of  carbon  by  road 
must  now  be  constantly  attended  by  at 
least  one  person  of  not  less  than  eighteen 
years  of  age. 

Poisons  Rules  Relaxation. — A  special  re- 
laxation for  agricultural  and  horticultural 
insecticides  containing  not  more  than  4  per 
cent,  nicotine,  under  which  it  becomes  un- 
necessary to  secure  a  written  certificate  for 
a  purchaser  from  an  authorised  person,  to 
make  a  corresponding  entry  in  the  poisons 
book,  or  to  have  the  poisons  book  signed 
by  the  purchaser,  is  made  under  the  Poisons 
(Amendment)  Rules,  1944,  just  issued  by 
the  Home  Secretary.  Dated  February  21, 
the  new  Rules  came  into  operation  immedi- 
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ately  upon  publication.  The  substances  are 
included  in  a  new  fifteenth  schedule  to  the 
Poisons  Rules. 

Double  Summer-time. — With  the  com- 
mencement of  British  Double  Summer-time 
on  the  night  of  April  1-2,  clocks  should  be 
put  forward  one  hour. 

Northern  Ireland  Register. — Copies  of  the 
Register  for  1944  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland  are  now 
available. 

Sunday  Hours  in  Ayr. — The  Burgh 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  has  given  notice 
that  chemists  in  Ayr  Burgh  will,  from 
April  9,  open  on  Sundays  between  5  p.m. 
and  6  p.m.  only. 

Plastic  Lenses  for  Red  Army. — Following 
a  request  from  the  Ministry  of  Supply, 
British  optical  manufacturers  are  urgently 
producing  hundreds  of  thousands  of  spec- 
tacle frames  and  plastic  lenses  as  the  first 
instalment  of  a  large  order  placed  by  the 
Soviet  Government. 

Eire  Benevolent  Fund  Dance. — The  chair- 
man (Mr.  Con  Collis)  and  the  dance  com- 
mittee of  the  Benevolent  Fund  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  wish  to 
express  their  thanks  to  the  large  number  of 
donors  to  the  fund,  whose  generous  support 
enabled  the  committee  to  hand  to  the 
Council  of  the  Society  a  cheque  for  £320  14s. 
following  the  recent  dance  (see  C.  D., 
February  19,  p.  193). 

Bath  Resolution  on  Dispensing  Fees. — 
The  following  resolution  was  passed  at  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Bath  Branch  of  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union:  "The  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  Bath  Branch  of  the  N.P.U. 
is  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  dispens- 
ing fees  suggested  in  the  N.P.U.  Price  List 
should  now  be  revised,  and  in  most  cases 
increased  by  50  per  cent,  in  view  of  the 
general  advance  in  wages,  etc." 

Pharmacy  N.J.I.C. — A  meeting  of  the 
National  Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail 
Pharmacy  was  held  under  the  presidency 
of  Sir  John  Forster  on  March  22.  A  dis- 
cussion took  place  on  scales  of  wages  and 
general  working  conditions.  It  was  unani- 
mously agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Hann, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Mallinson,  that  the 
proposals  from  both  sides  should  be  referred 
to  a  joint  negotiating  committee  for  further 
consideration,  the  committee  to  report  to  a 
meeting  of  the  full  Council  on  a  date  to  be 
arranged. 

Council    Candidates    at    West    Ham. —

rt  of  Goods  (Control)  (No.  i)  Order,  1944 
R.  &  O.,  1944,  No.  320),  removes,,  from 
rch  28,  export  control  from  certain 
;micals  and  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
ns,  except  for  goods  exported  to  destina- 
ns  to  which  the  export  of  all  goods  is 
)hibited.    Iceland  is  removed  from  the 
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list  of  countries  and  territories  to  which 
the  export  of  all  goods  is  prohibited,  but 
licences  continue  to  be  necessary  for  exports 
to  Iceland  of  goods  included  in  the  Schedule 
to  the  Export  of  Goods  (Control)  (No.  10) 
Order,  1943  The  item  relating  to  gums, 
resins  and  lacs  has  been  replaced  by  the 
item  "Gums,  resins  (including  oleoresins) 
and  lacs,  natural,  not  specified  elsewhere  in 
this  Schedule,  and  mixtures  (other  than 
medicinal  preparations)  containing  such 
gums,  resins  and  lacs"  (operative  from 
April  17).  Licences  will  no  longer  be 
required,  except  as  already  stated,  for 
camphor  monobromide  ;  inorganic  iodides  ; 
iodine ;  iodoform ;  iodoxyl ;  and  sodium 
campho-sulphonate.  The  export  of  certain 
inorganic  iodides  continues,  however,  to  be 
controlled  under  other  specific  headings 
(e.g.,  lead  and  zinc  iodides).  The  item 
"calcium  glycerophosphate  and  its  pre- 
parations" has  been  deleted  from  the 
Schedule  to  the  Export  of  Goods  (Control) 
(No.  10)  Order,  1943,  but  export  of  calcium 
glycerophosphate  continues  to  be  controlled 
under  the  item  relating  to  phosphorus  and 
phosphorus  compounds.  The  headings  in 
respect  of  certain  drugs  and  their  prepara- 
tions included  in  Group  13  of  the  Schedule 
to  the  Export  of  Goods  (Control)  (No.  10) 
Order,  1943,  have  been  revised  and  licences 
will  not,  in  future,  be  necessary  for  the 
export  of  certain  preparations  of  these 
drugs  except  in  respect  of  destinations  to 
which  the  export  of  all  goods  is  controlled. 
The  revised  headings  in  respect  of  the 
drugs,  etc.,  affected  are  as  follows: —

extracts  and  tinctures ;  Ergotamine  and  its 
salts ;  Ergotoxine  and  its  salts  ;  Gentian  and 
its  extracts,  tinctures  and  infusions  (simple 
or  compound);  Leptandra;  Liquorice  root 
and  its  extracts ;  Male  fern  and  its  extract ; 
Menthol,  natural  and  synthetic;  Methyl 
salicylate ;  Nikethamide ;  Parathyroid  ;  Pi- 
tuitary gland  and  its  extracts ;  Podophyllin 
resin ;  Pregneninolone  (anhydrohydroxy  pro- 
gesterone) ;  Procaine  and  its  salts  (including 
solutions  containing  preservatives) ;  Pro- 
gesterone ;  Santonin ;  Scilla  (squill)  and  its 
extracts  and  tinctures,  and  preparations  of 
red  squill ;  Slippery  elm  bark ;  Sodium 
sahcylate ;  ThjToid ;  and  Witch-hazel,  dis- 
tilled, and  mixtures  containing  distilled 
witch-hazel.

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DISTRIBUTION  OF  VITAMIN  FOODS 


At  a  Ministry  of  Food  Press  conference  on 
March  28,  a  question  was  raised  about  the 
method  of  payment  for  welfare  foods. 
The  questioner  asked  whether  these  foods 
could  not  be  bought  for  cash  instead  of  for 
postage  stamps.  In  reply,  the  Minister 
explained  why  the  Ministry  acted  as  its 
own  shopkeeper  for  these  foods  instead  of 
leaving  distribution  and  sale  to  the  trade. 
It  was  a  matter,  he  said,  of  supplies  and 
man -power.  The  total  amount  involved  to 
provide  what  they  needed  for  holders  of 
R.B.  2  was  very  small;  so,  in  the  case  of 
orange  juice,  were  the  available  supplies. 

Not  Adequate  Stocks  for  Chemists'- 

There  were  25,000  chemists  and  rural 
retailers  to  some  extent  doing  duty  as 
chemists,  and  supplies  would  be  needed  to 
maintain  an  adequate  working  stock  in 
every  chemist's  shop,  with  a  sound  working 
margin  in  the  background  for  use  in  the 
course  of  distribution.  They  simply  had 
not  got  the  supplies,  or  anything  like  them, 
of  orange  juice  to  make  this  possible. 
Again,  the  orange  juice  was  somewhat 
perishable,  and  to  give  full  value  needed 
to  be  turned  over,  taken  up  and  consumed 
quickly.  Even  the  arrangement  of  an 
economic  price  structure  would  be  difficult, 
especially  as  he  was  most  anxious  that  those 
who  got  free  supplies  of  milk  should  also 
get  free  vitamin  supplements.  Any  scheme 
for  implementing  this  in  trade  hands  could 
not  help  involving  some  irritating  ma- 
chinery and  much  accounting,  which  would 
be  a  heavy  burden  on  the  trade  and  on 
Food  Offices. 

Ministry's  Own  "  Shops  " 

To  overcome  all  these  difficulties,  the 
Ministry  ran  its  own  shops,  over  10,000  of 
them,  on  the  whole  quite  well  placed,  and 
including  district  nurses  and  women's 
institutions,  giving  admirable  local  mobile 
service  and  their  own  distribution  system 
which  they  could  control  rapidly,  moving 
supplies  at  will  to  wherever  they  were 
needed.  Accounts  and  cash  holdings  in 
every  one  of  these  10,000  shops,  with  the 
necessary  background  of  checks  and 
counter-checks,  could  not  be  loosely  ar- 
ranged while  dealing  with  Government 
money.  Could  they  picture  the  poor  district 
nurse,  for  instance,  having  to  account  to 
them  for  cash  taken  for  every  bottle  she 
handled  ?  To  avoid  all  this  they  instituted 
a  coupon  in  two  forms.  Either  it  needed 
an  ordinary  2-|d.  postage  stamp  to  be  stuck 


on,  or  it  gave  entitlement  direct  to  ' 
supplies.    In  either  case  the  coupon  ' 
lected  was  the  means  of  replacement 
supplies,  and  produced  a  simple  methoi 
control.   There  was  no  need  for  any  e:; 
work  or  travelling  for  the  mother.  Tl' 
could  be  no  mother  who  did  not  periodic^ 
need  to  buy  2^d.  stamps.  All  she  had  ty 
was  to  buy  a  few  more  every  now  and  1 
to  cover  her  welfare  needs  and  keep  ti 
in  her  bag.    By  this  means  she  paid  h- 
Government,  without  knowing  or  noti 
it,    through    the    ordinary    channels  if 
Government  accounts,  without  any  boir 
to  anyone.

Any  doubt  whether  a  healthy 
terest  in  their  vocation  is  the  rule  among 
oprietors  and  qualified  dispensers  is  set 
rest  by  your  closely-packed  article, 
ncidentally,  the  timid  gentleman  who 
ared  that  your  questionnaire  could  sug-

ay  be  assured  that  it  is  the  well-informed 
ho  have  received  it  and  have  replied  to  it.) 
here  is  not  much  wrong  with  British 
larmacy  when,  amid  the  preoccupations

he  Time  Factor 

A  sound  estimate  of  the  optimal  number 
f  prescriptions  to  be  dealt  with  in  the 
ime  allotted  during  an  average  week  is 
o  my  mind  one  of  the  most  important 
natters  to  be  agreed  upon,  and  at  an  early 
tage,  in  preparation  for  a  new  dispensing 
ervice.  No  more  will  be  heard,  I  trust,  of 
he  utterly  inadequate  five  minutes  per 
)rescription  that  was  put  forward  during 
he  negotiations  which  ushered  in  the  first 
National  Health  Insurance  Act.  The 
ixperience  recorded  on  p.  336,  "about 
ifty-five  prescriptions  per  six-hour  dis- 
pensing period,  with  eight-hour  day  worked 
ind  two  hours  allowed  for  necessary 
iispensary  work  other  than  dispensing, 
md  for  interruptions,"  can  be  matched, 
t  believe,  by  many  dispensers,  and  may 
well  form  a  basis  for  discussion.  The  daily 
iuctuation  in  rate  of  arrival  must  be  taken 
into  account.    For  several  hours  N.H.I. 


prescriptions  other  than  those  left  on  the 
previous  day  are  few ;  then,  probably  at 
an  already  busy  time,  they  are  handed 
across  the  counter  in  shoals  and  must  be 
spaced  out  according  to  circumstances, 
not  without  difficulty  of  explanation  to 
customers.  One  detail  that  may  not  have 
occurred  to  all  your  correspondents  is  the 
allowance  of  a  margin  for  accidents.  Even 
in  the  best-regulated  pharmacy  something 
will  occasionally  go  wrong ;  and  if  the 
dispensing  service  is  normally  being  worked 
under  pressure  the  resulting  congestion 
may  involve  risks  that  should  not  be  taken. 
The  use  of  a  "plate-glass  window"  as  a 
screen,  for  the  dispensing  department  is  an 
admirable  idea :  where  I  have  seen  it, 
it  has  appeared  to  me  to  afford  sufficient 
detachment  from  counter  work  while 
enabling  customers  to  satisfy  themselves, 
if  so  inclined,  that  their  prescriptions  are 
being  dispensed  with  due  diligence  on  the 
part  of  the  compounder. 

Adjuncts 

If  the  Cambridge  suggestion  of  a  central 
dispensary,  not  open  to  the  public,  is 
adopted  for  each  area,  the  question  of  addi- 
tions to  equipment  in  the  generality  of 
pharmacies  will  be  more  easily  solved.  One 
possible  addition  likely  to  evoke  consider- 
able discussion  is  that  of  a  waiting  room. 
To  many  people  this  type  of  apartment  is 
associated  with  dentists'  surgeries,  railway 
stations,  or  both;  if  it  became  an  exten- 
sion of  a  chemist's  shop  they  would  prob- 
ably expect  to  find  illustrated  papers  pro- 
vided for  diversion,  and  might  become 
fidgety  if  kept  waiting  for  more  than  a  few 
minutes.  The  regulations  in  force  for  the 
warming  of  shops  would  presumably  apply 
to  such  rooms.  I  agree  with  those  of  your 
correspondents  who  desire  an  ample  num- 
ber of  books  of  reference  for  every  phar- 
macy. To  suggest  that  many  pharmacists 
in  business  are  somewhat  remiss  in  this 
matter  would  be  guesswork;  but  if  that  is 
the  case,  it  is  time  they  realised  that  science 
does  not  halt,  and  that  the  habit  of  frequent 
reference  to  the  printed  page  pays.  The 
view  of  another  correspondent  that  formu- 
laries should  be  in  abbreviated  Latin  is  in 
accordance  with  common  sense.  Pharma- 
copoeias are  in  a  class  of  their  own ;  of  late, 
however,  they  have  gone  some  distance  in 
this  direction  by  introducing  abbreviations 
of  official  names.  The  basis  of  payment  will, 
no  doubt,  be  duly  considered  by  the  Legis- 
lature when  the  time  comes.  Xravser 
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Rat  Poison  in  Tea. — At  Durham  Assizes, 
recently,  Albert  Edward  Everett,  a  civil 
defence  worker,  admitted  charges  of 
"attempting  to  administer  poison  with 
intent  to  cause  annoyance."  Evidence  was 
given  that  he  put  a  quantity  of  rat  poison 
into  tea,  and  gave  a  cup  to  the  woman  with 
whom  he  was  lodging.  He  was  sentenced 
to  six  months'  imprisonment. 

Alleged  Traffic  in  Cocaine. — At  Liverpool 
police  court,  on  March  ii,  Emanuel  Kwasi 
Dickson,  Cambridge  Gardens,  London,  a 
native  of  Accra,  West  Africa,  appeared  on 
a  charge  of  attempting  to  secure  the  supply 
of  a  dangerous  drug  (cocaine)  in  Liverpool. 
It  was  alleged  that  Dickson  was  connected 
with  a  gang  of  drug  traffickers  in  London 
who*  were  secretly  supplying  addicts. 
Dickson's  activities  came  under  notice 
about  the  time  some  dangerous  drugs  were 
stolen  in  Liverpool.  He  was  found  trying 
to  buy  cocaine  from  a  wholesale  druggist 
in  the  city.  After  being  remanded  in  cus- 
tody, Dickson  was  on  March  20  sentenced 
to  three  months'  imprisonment  with  hard 
labour.  Evidence  was  given  during  the  trial 
that  a  warehouseman  employed  by  Ayrton, 
Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists, 
Liverpool,  was  approached  by  Dickson, 
who  said  he  had  a  friend  who  wanted  some 
cocaine,  and  added:  "Perhaps  you  can  get 
someone  you  can  trust  to  get  some  for  me. 
I  will  give  you  £10  for  yourself  if  you  can 
get  me  i  lb."  The  warehouseman  reported 
his  interview  to  the  managing  director  of 
the  company.  Later,  the  promised  award 
was  increased  to  £20  or  £^0,  and  on  March 
10  Dickson  was  handed  a  bottle  containing 
a  substitute  resembling  cocaine,  for  which 
he  paid  £16.  Detectives  appeared  and  took 
Dickson  into  custody. 

Shoe  Polishers  as  Powder  Puffs. — Hearing 
of  charges  against  Joliette,  Ltd.  (see 
C.  &  D.,  February  19,  p.  188)  of  supplying, 
without  a  Board  of  Trade  licence,  lambs- 
wool  alleged  to  be  powder  puffs,  was 
concluded  at  Bow  Street  police  court, 
London,  on  March  17.  During  the  hearing 
it  had  been  stated  by  the  defence  that  when 
purchase  tax  was  increased  from  33^^  per 
cent,  to  100  per  cent,  the  company  decided 
to  make  a  cheaper  article  than  the  sample 
that  had  been  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Trade.  The  goods  had  always  been  sold  to 
wholesalers  as  polishers  and  never  as 
powder  puffs.  They  were  wire-brushed  to 
get  rid  of  impurities.  Between  March  and 
September  1943  the  sales  totalled  ;^I4,400, 


on  which  there  was  a  profit  of  ;^3,ooo 
;^4,ooo.  It  was  known  the  wholesal 
supplied  to  chemists,  but  boot  polish 
had  been  seen  in  chemists'  shops.  If 
legislature  had  intended  to  bring  si 
articles  within  the  regulations  they  coi 
have  specified  "Powder  puffs  and  artic 
used  as  such."

For  the 
it  time  the  employees  had  a  responsibility 
:  the  well-being  of  their  profession,  whilst 
e  responsibilities  of  the  employers  had 
en  increased  only  to  an  extent  similar  to 
at  accepted  in  other  sections  of  retail 
stribution. 

Mr.  T.  Heseltine  (chairman,  N.P.U.) 
alt  with  events  leading  to  the  formation 
the  Council.  The  N.P.U.  had  been 
preached  on  two  previous  occasions  and 
d  not  conceded  the  need  for  its  formation. 
1  this  occasion  the  specific  needs  of  retail 
larmacy  were  appreciated,  and  he  had  no 
'ubt  that  the  operations  of  the  Council 
)uld  benefit  the  members  of  the  N.P.U. 
le  N.P.U.  had  felt  that  this  machinery 
is  not  suitable  for  dealing  with  hospital 
larmacists.  There  were  adequate  safe- 
ards  in  the  procedure  to  ensure  that 


reason  on  both  sides  would  prevail,  and  he 
agreed  that  the  employees  were  in  capable 
hands.  The  machinery,  which  was  of  a 
purely  voluntary  character,  was  essential 
to  meet  the  post-war  period,  and  there  was 
no  intention  of  inflating  wages.  Basic  mini- 
mum rates  would  be  of  value  in  parleys  with 
the  various  Ministries,  including  negotiations 
about  National  Health  Insurance. 

Training  Recommendations 

The  machinery  would  deal  with  other 
problems,  and  discussions  with  other 
J.I.C.s  were  taking  place  regarding  the 
legal  enforcement  of  decisions.  There  was 
no  intention  of  infringing  upon  the  activities 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  J.I. 
Councils  had  been  invited  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  consider  the  entry  and  training  of 
young  people  in  the  industry.  Any  recom- 
mendations the  Council  might  make  would 
be  to  the  appropriate  authority  in  the  case 
of  apprenticeship  and  training,  namely,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

In  discussion.  Miss  Firth  asked  whether 
the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  might 
have  a  seat  on  the  J.I.C. — Mr.  Jackson 
said :  No,  the  Guild  is  not  a  trade  union. 
Mr.  Heseltine  agseed  that  representations 
might  be  made.  Pressed  further,  Mr.  Jack- 
son stated  that  the  Guild  of  Public  Phar- 
macists could  not  hope  to  regulate  wages 
and  conditions  by  "remote  control."  They 
must  operate  on  a  trade-union  basis,  so 
that  either  section  of  employees  could  take 
advantage  of  favourable  developments  in 
the  other  sphere;  He  agreed  that  co- 
operation on  broad  issues  such  as  the  White 
Paper  was  desirable,  and  intimated  that  the 
A.P.E.  had  already  taken  steps  to  consult 
with  other  trade  unions  on  the  present 
issues.  He  suggested  that  hospital  phar- 
macists should  join  the  Association  of 
Scientific  Workers,  through  which  co- " 
operation  could  be  developed,  and  which 
had  a  representative  on  the  J.I.C. 

Mr.  F.  Brackley  (N.P.U.)  proposed  a 
vote  of  thanks,  and  expressed  the  view  that 
the  J.I.C.  would  meet  the  future  develop- 
ments and  protect  the  interests  of  the  pro- 
fession in  the  changes  ahead.  Mr.  M. 
Faller  (A.P.E.)  seconded.

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STATUTORY  COMMITTEE  MEETING 


A  MEETING  of  the  statutory  Committee  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  in 
London  on  March  23,  Sir  Joshua  Scholefield, 
K.C.  (deputy-chairman)  presiding. 

The  first  case  concerned  Mr.  Edward 
Alexander  Grey  Tocher,  who  had  been 
convicted  at  Bournemouth  in  1943  of  an 
offence  under  the  Vagrancy  Act,  1824.  The 
facts  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  by 
Mr.  W.  J.  C.  Quarrell.  Mr.  Tocher  sent  a 
letter  saying  that  he  was  unable  to  attend, 
and  he  was  not  represented. 

Mr.  Quarrell  said  that  in  1939  the 
Statutory  Committee  had  conducted  an 
inquiry  into  similar  allegations  concerning 
Mr.  Tocher.  On  that  occasion  the  latter 
had  attributed  his  difficulties  to  a  nervous 
breakdown  and  a  plea  on  his  behalf  had 
been  made  to  the  Committee  in  a  letter 
from  a  Harley  Street  psychologist  who  had 
examined  him.  The  Committee  on  that 
occasion  decided  to  take  no  action,  but 
informed  Mr.  Tocher  that  if  they  received 
information  of  a  similar  occurrence  they 
would  be  compelled  to  take  a  more  serious 
view  of  the  matter. 

Mr.  Tocher,  in  a  letter  to  the  Society, 
asked  what  would  happen  to  his  wife  and 
child  if  the  Society  struck  him  off  the 
Register,  as  he  had  no  trade  to  turn  to, 
and  was  in  a  low  medical  category.  His 
only  weakness  was  for  drink,  which  Ije  had 
now  conquered. 

Committee's  Decision 

The  chairman,  giving  the  Committee's 
decision,  said  that  the  public  were  entitled 
to  expect  that  vigilance  was  maintained  in 
endeavouring  to  secure  the  standard  of 
members  of  the  Society  as  that  of  a  respect- 
able and  honourable  profession.  On  a  pre- 
vious occasion  the  Committee  had  taken 
a  lenient  view,  influenced  apparently  by 
medical  evidence;  but  what  would  the 
public  think  if  a  man  guilty  of  such  o^^ences 
went  on  practising  pharmacy  ?  It  would 
depreciate  their  reputation  as  an  honour- 
able and  respectable  profession  if  such  a 
man  were  allowed  to  remain  on  the  Register. 
The  Committee  had  therefore  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  Registrar  should  be 
directed  to  remove  Mr.  Tocher's  name  from 
the  Register,  but  if  he  mended  his  ways  and 
came  again  to  the  Committee  in  the  course 
of,  say,  two  or  three  years,  and  was  able 
to  demonstrate  that  he  had  now  become 
a  respectable  member  of  society,  he  might  be 
assured  that  consideration  would  be  given 
to  any  application  for  restoration. 


Alleged  Incapacity  to  Dispense  j 

The  Committee  next  considered  a  cc 
plaint   made   against   a   member  of 
Society  who  was,  it  was  alleged,  imder  i 
influence  of  drink  at  his  employer's  prenii: 
during    business    hours    while  acting 
locum  tenens,  and  was  incapable  of  ( 
pensing  medicines.    Mr.  Cyril  Morgan, 
inspector  under  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
peared  as  complainant.    The  facts  of 
inquiry  were  based  on  a  letter  dated  S 
tember  13,  1943,  received  by  the  Soci 
from  a  qualified  chemist  in  business  who  e 
ployed  the  affected,  person  as  locum  ten 
for  the  duration  of  his  (corresponden 
holiday.  It  was  alleged  that  on  Septembej 
the  affected  person  became  drunk  to  si 
an  extent  that  he  was  found  at  one  per 
of   the   day   staggering   round   the  m 
street.   Later  a  police  officer  had  to  inl 
vene  and  he  saw  the  affected  person  ii 
helpless  state  of  drunkenness  at  his  lodgir 
The  police  got  in  touch  with  the  emploj 
at  his  holiday  address,  and  at  his  requ 
the  affected  person  was  paid  off  and  sij 
on  to  the  train.    The  Society  had  ccS 
municated  with  the  local  police.  Inquii 
were  also  carried  out  by  Mr.  Highfi€ 
who  had  interviewed  members  of  both 
shop  and  domestic  staff.  ' 

Mr.  Highfield  (an  inspector)  gave  evidei 
on  his  inquiries  into  the  allegations, 
reported  that  the  employer  had  adverti: 
for  a  locum  tenens  and  after  he  had  mi 
reasonable    inquiries    had  engaged 
affected  person  for  a  fortnight.    The  e 
ployer  had  given  instructions  concern 
the  running  of  the  business,  arranging 
the  locum  to  stay  in  his  own  house. 
September  2  he  received  a  telegram  fr 
an  assistant  asking  for  instructions, 
completed  his  holiday  and  the  shop  v 
closed  from  September  2  to  September 

An  assistant  stated  that  on  market  c 
the  locum  went  out  at  11.50  a.m.,  say 
there  were  some  oranges  across  the  re 
and  that  he  would  fetch  some.  He  did  1 
return  until  an  hour  later,  by  which  ti 
they  had  had  to  close  the  shop.  At  ab( 
3  p.m.  he  appeared  to  be  drunk,  and 
3.30  was  sitting  in  the  dispensary  ask 
why  they  did  not  close.  His  speech  v 
thick  and  he  spilt  medicine  on  his  suit. 

Mr.  Morgan :  Was  it  a  fact  that  you  ( 
not  feel  like  handing  out  medicine  that  1 
affected  person  had  made  up  because  > 
thought  he  was  not  in  a  fit  state  to  dispen; 
—Yes,  prescriptions  were  handed  back 
customers. 
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IIt.  Morgan  said  the  affected  person  had 
!n  informed  of  the  allegations  made 
linst  him,  and  in  a  letter  dated  March  i8 
1  stated  that  his  health  and  age  (he  was 
irly  seventy)  prevented  him  from  trying 
make  a  500-mile  journey  to  London.  He 
J  been  qualified  for  forty-seven  years  and 
nearly  thirty  had  been  in  business  for 
nself ;  for  close  on  ten  years  he  had  acted 
locum  tenens  without  a  complaint.  A 
1  aspect  of  the  case,  continued  Mr. 
)rgan,  was  that  the  pharmacist  concerned, 
10  had  qualified  in  1897,  could  not,  in  the 
linary  course  of  events,  have  a  very  long 
tive  pharmaceuticaP  life  in  front  of  him, 
t  being  a  locum  tenens  was  a  responsible 
rm  of  employment,  and  it  was  in  the 
terests  of  the  public  and  pharmacy  that 
ly  person  who  was  in  such  an  occupation 
ould  conduct  himself  befittingly.

and  the  employer  was  entitled  to  the  help 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Committee  in 
maintaining  that  members  were  fit  persons. 
It  was  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  see 
that  they  had  not  a  man  on  the  Register 
who  was  going  to  bring  the  pharmaceutical  • 
profession  into  disrepute.  On  the  other 
side  of  the  picture  there  was  a  man  who 
had  acted  properly  over  a  long  period  of 
years.  The  Committee  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  they  need  not  go  to  the 
extreme,  there  and  then,  of  ordering  his 
name  to  be  removed  from  the  Register, 
but  they  most  sternly  reUuked  him  for  the 
conduct  of  which  he  had  been  undoubtedly 
guilty.  They  would  adjourn  their  decision 
finally  for  twelve  months,  when  the  matter 
would  come  up  again ;  if  the  affected 
person  could  supply  them  with  evidence 
as  to  his  conduct  at  that  time,  the  matter 
could  be  finally  dealt  with,  but  he  must 
take  grave  notice  that  such  things  could 
not  be  tolerated  and  his  name  would  come 
off  the  Register  if  there  was  any  recurrence.

Rabbit  Poison  Supply  Scheme 

The  following  letter  from  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Northern  Ireland,  was  also 
read  by  the  secretary : — 

I  am  directed  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
to  state  for  your  information  that  the  Ministry 
will  operate  a  scheme  between  March  i  and 
August  31  under  which  Cymag  gassing 
powder  will  be  supplied  at  a  reduced  price 
for  the  purpose  of  gassing  rabbits.  Under 
the  scheme  7  lb.  of  this  powder  will  be 
supplied  by  retail  chemists  at  9s.  per  tin  on 
production  by  the  purchaser  of  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  County  Agricultural  Executive 
Of&cer.  A  copy  of  the  form  of  certificate  is 
enclosed,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
retailer  claims  the  balance  of  payment  at  the 
rate  of  6s.  6d.  per  7-lb.  tin  from  this  Ministry. 
The  Ministry  trusts  that  the  scheme  will  be 
availed  of  to  the  maximum  extent  and  that 
substantial  numbers  of  rabbits  will  be 
destroyed  during  the  coming  months.

Presenting  Penicillin 

we  remember  rightly  it  was  a  famous 
;nch  professor  who  once  advised  his 
dents  always  to  use  a  new  drug  with  all 
)Sible  speed  before  its  therapeutic  pro- 
ties  commenced  to  decline !  Too  often 
the  past  promising  therapeutic  develop- 
nts  have  been  marred  by  the  later  dis- 
/ery  of  toxic  after-effects  or  other 
desirable  manifestations  which  have 
idered  the  drug  less  satisfactory  than  was 
first  supposed.  Up  to  the  present  no  such 
arges  have  been  levelled  against  penicillin 
lich,  on  all  the  available  evidence,  appears 
have  the  properties  required  of  an  ideal 
tiseptic.  The  only  real  difficulty  concern- 
the  new  drug  seems  to  be  one  of  supply, 
t  this  will  undoubtedly  be  overcome  in 
e  course.  In  this  connexion  the  statement 
War  Memorandum  No.  12,  abstracts 
)m  which  are  given  on  p.  369,  that  "there 
a  prospect  that  larger  quantities  [of 
nicillin]  may  shortly  be  available"  is 
extremely  hopeful  sign,  but  it  is  evident 
It  priority  will  rightly  be  given  to  the 
satment  of  battle  casualties.  Experience 
ined  in  the  use  of  penicillin  in  war, 
wever,  will  be  of  the  utmost  practical 
lue  when  medical  science  returns  once 
)re  to  normal  conditions. 
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From  the  point  of  view  of  dispensing 
it  is  evident  that  in  penicillin  we  have  a. 
substance  that  requires  a  high  degree  of 
skill  in  manipulation.  Solutions  intended 
for  injection  must  be  prepared  with  strict 
aseptic  precautions,  powders  must  be 
diluted  to  achieve  economy  and  an  even 
distribution,  creams  must  be  expertly 
made  secundum  artem,  and  the  substance 
itself,  being  relatively  unstable,  must  be 
protected  against  adverse  influences.  In 
short,  it  would  appear  that  the  handling  of 
penicillin,  and  indeed  of  any  other  drug  of 
similar  nature  that  may  be  developed  in 
the  future,  will  call  for  the  use  of  that  skill 
and  experience  which  only  pharmacists 
possess  as  a  result  of  their  training. 

Body  Synthesis  of  Vitamin 

From  time  to  time  a  new  discovery  compels 
a  change  of  hypothesis  as  to  the  nature  and 
properties  of  one  or  other  of  the  vitamins. 
The  assumption  that  vitamin  cannot  be 
synthesised  in  the  human  body  has,  for 
example,  suffered  a  rude  shock  as  the  result 
of  researches  carried  out  by  Najjar  and  Holt 
and  discussed  in  the  "British  Medical 
Journal"  (March  4,  p.  332).  In  studies  on 
human  vitamin  deficiency,  these  workers 
devised  fully  synthetic  diets.  To  nine 
adolescent  males  they  gave  a  diet  of 
vitamin-free  casein ;  a  proprietary  vege- 
table fat;  dextri-maltose ;  a  mineral 
mixture;  and  adequate  amounts  of  the 
known  vitamins  except  B^.  The  latter  was 
added  in  gradually  diminishing  quantities 
starting  with  i  mgm.  and  ending  with 
0-2  mgm.,  at  which  level  it  was  kept  for 
several  months.  Contrary  to  expectations, 
no  deficiency  symptoms  were  observed,  and 
the  experiment  was  therefore  followed  by  a 
total  omission  of  the  vitamin  from  the  diet. 
In  the  course  of  three  to  five  weeks  only  five 
of  the  nine  subjects  showed  clear  evidence 
of  vitamin  B^  deficiency,  while  the  four  who 
remained  symptom-free  had  large  quantities 
of  vitamin  B^  in  their  stools.  The  explana- 
tion put  forward  is  that  intestinal  bacteria 
synthesised  the  vitamin  in  the  large  intes- 
tine, from  which  it  was  absorbed.  To  put 
the  theory  to  the  test,  it  was  decided  to 
administer  a  compound  possessing  the  pro- 
perty of  being  bacteriostatic  in  the  intestine, 
and  with  this  in  view  succinyl  sulphathiazole 
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was  given  to  one  of  the  subjects  in  whose 
faeces  vitamin  was  observed  present. 
Within  a  week  the  faecal  excretion  fell 
from  a  level  of  37-52  microgm.  daily  to 
nil,  returning  to  its  former  value  when 
administration  ceased.  The  question  of 
absorption  from  the  large  intestine  was 
resolved  by  administering  retention  enemas 
containing  vitamin  Bj,  the  effect  being 
a  pronounced  rise  in  the  urinary  excretion 
of  the  vitamin. 

While  it  seems  thus  established  that 
synthesis  of  vitamin  B^  can  take  place 
within  a  man's  body,  further  work  remains 
to  be  done  to  discover  whether  an  adminis- 
tration of  the  vitamin  from  other  sources  is 
{a)  necessary  or  (&)  desirable.  Speculation 
naturally  arises  whether,  for  example, 
traces  of  the  vitamin  administered  orally 
are  needed  for  the  growth  of  the  necessary 
bacteria,  and  whether  the  discovery  that 
drugs  of  the  sulphonamide  group  can 
apparently  inhibit  the  biosynthesis  of 
vitamin  B^  needs  to  be  considered  as 
limiting  the  use  of  such  drugs  in  patients 
whose  diets  are  poor  in  vitamin  Bj,  or  whose 
food  intake  is  for  any  reason  restricted. 

Retail  Trade  in  1943 

Although  the  statistics  of  retail  trade 
published  monthly  in  the  "Board  of  Trade 
Journal"  are  not  of  direct  interest  to 
pharmacists — the  items  concerned  being 
mainly  apparel,  household  goods,  etc. — 
the  figures  form  a  useful  general  guide  to 
the  trend  of  distribution  in  this  country. 
In  a  review  of  retail  trade  during  the  year 
ending  January  31,  1944,  the  compilers 
state  that  the  total  value  of  sales  reported 
was  rather  over  £^00  millions,  or  about 
one-fifth  of  the  national  total'  for  goods 
of  the  kind  which  the  review  covers. 
Comparing  sales  in  1943  with  those  of  the 
previous  year  it  is  pointed  out  that  price 
changes  have  been' far  less  important  than 
in  any  earlier  year  since  the  outbreak  of 
war,  though  they  have  been  substantial 
for  certain  non-essential  and  unstandardised 
goods,  particularly  those  subject  to  the 
increased  rate  of  purchase  tax.  Total  sales 
during  the  period  under  review  have 
declined  by  1-5  per  cent,  from  those  of  the 
previous  year,  but  this  is  explained  by  a 
fall  in  non-food  merchandise,  and  a  less 


substantial  rise  in  most  perishable  gc 
Figures  of  sales  by  areas  disclose  a 
trast  between  the  London  areas,  w 
show  increases  in   total   sales,  and 
provincial   districts,    all   of   which  j 
decreases.    The  largest  decline  (3-3 
cent.)  was  recorded  for  the  South  of  : 
land;    this  area  apparently  suffered 
London's  recovery,  but  sales  in  the  fo 
area  in  the  second  half  of  the  year 
as  high  as  a  year  earlier.  The  review  si 
that,  despite  the   ground   which  it 
regained  in  the  last  two  years,  Loi 
trade  still  shows  a  considerably  greater 
compared   with  pre-war  than  the 
districts,  with  Central  London  much  \\\ 
off  than  the  suburbs.

The  Committee  recommends 
it  the  instructions  given  in  the  Memo- 
idum  should  be  regarded  as  provisional 
i  liable  to  modification  from  time  to 
le    as    further    data    accumulate  and 
jplies  of  the  drug  become  available  for 
)re  extensive  use.  The  following  infor- 
Ltion  of  particular  interest  to  chemists 
s    been    abstracted    from    the  Memo- 
idum : — 

operties  of  Penicillin 

Natural  penicillin  is  an  organic  acid,  and 
e  preparations  used  in  therapeutics  are 

calcium  and  sodium  salts.  The  calcium 
It,  as  at  present  prepared,  is  not  recom- 
snded  for  intramuscular  injection,  but 

suitable  for  local  treatment-  including 
trathecal  injection.  The  sodium  salt  is 
ed  for  systemic  administration,  but  it 
ay  be  applied  locally  in  solution  if  the 
Icium  salt  is  not  available.  Penicillin,  as 
pplied  at  present,  contains  only  about 
)-20  per  cent,  of  actual  penicillin.  It  is 
relatively  unstable  substance  and  should 
5  stored  in  a  sealed  container,  if  possible 
:  a  refrigerator.    It  is  also  decomposed 

Y  acids  and  alkalis,  by  metallic  salts  and 

Y  alcohol,  and  should  not  be  brought  into 
)ntact  with  antiseptics  unless  they  are 
down  to  be  compatible.  Many  bacteria 
roduce  a  ferment,  penicillinase,  which 
sstroys  it. 

The  Memorandum  gives  a  list  of  the 
rincipal  micro-organisms  which  are  suscep- 
ble  and  insusceptible  to  the  action  of  the 
rug.  The  susceptible  group  includes  gram- 
ositive  cocci  {Staphylococcus  aureus,  Strep- 
coccus  pyogenes,  other  streptococci  except 
iterococcus,  Pneumococcus) ;  Clostridia 
Zl.  welchii,  CI.  septicuni,  CI.  cedematiens, 
I.    tetani) ;     Neisseria    ( N .  gonorrhoecs. 


N .  meningitidis) ;  miscellaneous  {B.  an- 
thracis,  Actinomyces  bovis  (variable),  C. 
diphtherias).  The  insusceptible  group,  or 
those  insufficiently  susceptible  to  justify 
treatment  with  penicillin,  includes  Proteus  ; 
Ps.  pyocyanea;  the  coli-typhoid-dysentery 
group ;  Pasteurella  and  Brucella ;  all 
species  of  Hemophilus  ;  Streptococcus  fcsca- 
lis  (enterococcus)  ;  Myco.  tuberculosis  (tu- 
bercle bacillus). 

Dispensing 

The  Committee  advises  that  solutions  of 
penicillin  intended  for  injection  should  be 
prepared  with  aseptic  precautions  by 
personnel  with  bacteriological  training  and 
experience.  The  following  are  the  three 
principal  forms  in  which  penicillin  is  used. 

Solutions. — To  prepare  solutions  for  local 
application,  a  stock  solution  of  1,000  units 
per  c.c.  in  sterile  distilled  water  should  be 
made  with  all  precautions  to  maintain 
sterility.  A  dry  sterile  spoon  and  dry 
sterile  forceps  should  be  used  in  transfering 
the  penicillin  tablet  from  its  tube  into  the 
sterile  distilled  water.  The  tube  should  be 
carefully  resealed  after  removal  of  each 
tablet.  Stock  solutions  should  be  stored  in 
an  ice  chest  at  0°  to  4°  C,  and  should  not 
be  used  later  than  fourteen  days  after 
preparation,  without  further  assay.  Dilute 
solutions  (250  units  per  c.c.)  for  use  in  the 
wards  should  be  prepared  from  stock 
solution  and  issued  in  amounts  sufficient 
only  for  a  single  day's  needs.  These 
solutions  also  should,  if  possible,  be  kept 
in  an  ice  chest  when  not  in  use.  Great  care 
must  be  taken  to  avoid  bacterial  contamina- 
tion of  all  solutions,  since  this  may  destroy 
their  potency.  For  intramuscular  injection, 
sodium  penicillin  is  dissolved  in  a  small 
quantity  of  sterile  distilled  water — e.g., 
15,000  units  can  usually  be  dissolved  in 
2-5  c.c.  If  administration  is  to  be  by  con- 
tinuous intravenous  drip,  the  requisite 
amount  of  such  a  solution  is  added  to  a 
bottle  of  isotonic  glucose  or  saline.  Strict 
aseptic  precautions  are  necessary. 

Powders. — When  penicillin  is  to  be  used 
in  powder  forth,  it  must  be  diluted,  to 
achieve  both  economy  and  even  distribu- 
tion. A  satisfactory  diluent  is  sulphanila- 
mide  containing  5  per  cent,  light  magnesium 
oxide.  (The  latter  addition  is  necessary  to 
obtain  a  fine  powder.)  Sulphathiazole  may 
also  be  used.  Such  an  amount  of  calcium 
penicillin  as  to  give  the  required  concen- 
tration for  the  final  product  must  be 
weighed  aseptically  (unless  in  tablet  form). 
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added  to  a  weighed  amount  of  sterile 
sulphanilamide  and  ground  with  it  in  a 
sterile  mortar.  Various  concentrations  from 
about  500  to  5,000  units  of  penicillin  per 
gram  of  powder  are  used  for  different 
purposes  (the  lower  strengths  for  the 
treatment  of  burns,  the  greater  for  wound 
prophylaxis) . 

Creams. — For  the  treatment  of  burns 
and  other  superficial  wounds,  as  well  as 
for  various  skin  infections,  it  is  often 
desirable  to  apply  penicillin  in  a  semi-solid 
base  from  which  it  is  liberated  slowly.  For 
this  type  of  preparation,  a  base  consisting 
of  equal  parts  of  Lanette  wax  SX,  soft 
paraffin  and  water  has  been  used.  These 
are  autoclaved  together,  and  if  the  pre- 
paration is  shaken  during  the  later  stages 
of  cooling,  it  forms  a  homogeneous  cream. 
A  concentrated  solution  of  calcium  peni- 
cillin in  sterile  distilled  water  is  added  to 
this,  in  such  quantities  as  to  give  a  peni- 
cillin content  in  the  final  product  of  200-400 
units  per  gram.  If  the  cream  and  solution 
are  stirred  together  with  a  sterile  rod  or 
spatula,  uniform  admixture  takes  place 
readily.  A  second  cream,  which  is  rather 
more  fluid,  can  be  absorbed  by  gauze  and 
may  be  used  for  packing  wounds.  It  has 
been  made  of  Lanette  wax  SX  12  parts, 
arachis  oil  25  parts,  and  water  55  parts,  with 
penicillin  powder  added  to  give  a  strength 


of  250  to  1,000  units  per  gram.   A  tl 
cream  base  consists  only  of  30  per  ce 
Lanette  wax  SX  in  water.  This  was  devi 
because    some    recent    samples    of  : 
paraffin  have  proved  irritant.  The  requi 
amounts  of  Lanette  wax  and  water 
heated  to  40°  C.  The  water  is  slowly  mi 
into  the  wax  in  a  mortar,  and  stirring 
continued  until  the  mixture  is  almost  C( 
.This  usually  takes  about  ten  minutes,  \v 
a  smooth  cream  is  formed.   The  emuls 
is  then  autoclaved  at  20  lb.  pressure 
twenty  minutes.  When  it  has  cooled  to  ab 
40°   C,   the   correct   amount  of  calci 
penicillin,  dissolved  in  a  few  c.c.  of  ste 
distilled  water,  is  added  and  thoroug 
mixed.   These  cream  preparations  are 
stable  and  should  be  used  within  one  we 
The  Memorandum  gives  precise  instr 
tions  on  methods  of  administration,  incl 
ing  local  application  and  systemic  admii 
tration.  The  use  of  penicillin  in  particu 
types  of  wounds  is  also  dealt  with 
considerable  detail.    Surface  wounds

Poisonous  Seed  Dressing 

WTien  "other  business"  was  reached  Mr. 
Whelehan  drew  attention  to  the  use  of  a 
dressing  for  wheat,  oats,  and  other  cereals 
which  was  of  a  very  poisonous  character. 
The  dressing  was  made  up  of  ethylmercuric 
chloride  and  should  be  handled  with  the 
greatest  care.  From  war  necessities  the 
preparation  was  put  up  in  paper  containers, 
which  coidd  easily  be  broken  and  the 
poison  scattered  loosely  about.  He  sug- 
gested that  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
should  be  asked  to  have  the  preparation 
put  on  the  poisons  schedule.  The  Council 
concurred  with  Mr.  Whelehan's  suggestion, 
and  instructed  the  registrar  to  bring  the 
matter  to  the  notice  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians  with  a  view  to  having  the 
preparation  scheduled.  Subsequently  a 
meeting  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Com- 
mittee was  held,  and  certain  grants  were 
passed  for  payment.

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REPORT  ON  EXAMINATIONS 


The  report  by  the  Privy  Council  Visitor  on 
the  examinations  held  by  the  English 
Board  of  Examiners  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  in  1943  has  recently 
been  issued.  The  following  are  the  main 
points  of  the  report : — 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  during 
1943  I  have  visited  all  the  centres  at  which 
the  Society's  examinations  have  been 
conducted,  namely  Cardiff,  Nottingham, 
Manchester  and  Brighton.  At  these  centres 
the  Intermediate  and  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist Qualifying  examination  are  conducted 
quarterly.  In  addition,  the  higher  quali- 
fication of  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  is  held 
in  January  and  July  at  Cardiff.  In  January 
1943  I  visited  Brighton  and  was  able  to 
see  both  the  Intermediate  and  final  exam- 
inations for  the  Chemist  and  Druggist 
examination.  In  April  1943  my  visit  was 
to  Nottingham,  where  both  parts  of  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  examination  were 
being  held.  It  was  my  intention  in  July 
to  inspect  the  examination  for  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemist  at  Cardiff,  but  owing  to 
the  difficulties  of  travel  (just  before  the 
Bank  Holiday)  I  was  compelled  to  abandon 
this  visit.  I  was,  however,  able  to  see, 
earlier  in  July,  the  examinations  for  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  qualification.  The 
autumn  examinations  at  Manchester  and 
Brighton  were  inspected  when  both  parts 
of  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  qualification 
were  in  progress. 

Two  Examiners  Should  be  Present 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  at  all  these 
examinations  I  found  everything  to  my 
satisfaction,  and  that  the  conduct  and 
organisation  of  the  arrangements  were 
excellent,  with  the  exception  of  a  general 
principle  which  I  will  now  discuss.  During 
my  inspections  I  have  noted  that  on  some 
occasions  two  examiners  have  been  in 
attendance,  at  others  only  one.  I  am 
informed  that  this  is  in  accordance  with 
a  practice  in  operation  before  the  war. 
For  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  final  exam- 
ination the  ratio  was  one  examiner  for  eight 
candidates  at  each  session ;  for  the  Inter- 
mediate examination  the  ratio  was  one 
examiner  for  eight  candidates  in  physics 
and  one  examiner  for  twelve  candidates  in 
botany,  zoology  and  chemistry  per  session. 
This,  of  course,  means  that  the  number 
of  examiners  in  attendance  depends  upon 
the  number  of  candidates  presenting  them- 
selves. It  is  now  an  established  practice 
at  almost  all  Universities  to  appoint  at 


least  two  examiners,  often  one  external  1 
one  internal,  to  be  present,  so  that  ; 
candidate's  work  can  be  independei  ' 
assessed.  Such  an  arrangement  is  desir;  ? 
particularly  in  cases  where  practical  e:  - 
.cises  are  set  and  have  to  be  inspected,  I 
also  ,  where  oral  {viva  voce)  tests  are  pui  > 
the  candidate.  The  principle,  perhaps  ^ 
less  important  where,  in  practical  ex;  - 
inations,  a  written  script  is  handed!  1 
(e.g.,  chemistrj^  practical)  provided  t;  : 
the  script  is  available  to  a  second  exami  i  . 
It  is  the  experience  of  those  who  h  • 
conducted  examinations  that  candid;;  i 
fall  roughly  into  three  groups.  There  !  ; 
those  whose  success  is  never  in  doubt  I 
those  whose  failure  is  never  in  quest 
These,  present  no  difficulty. 

Borderline  Cases 

The  third  group  are  the  borderline  cal 
— often  a  considerable  proportion — wl 
a  few  marks  mean  success  or  failure, 
these  cases  consultation  between 
examiners  may  materially  assist  in  dc 
full  justice  to  the  candidate,  and  at 
same  time  in  ensuring  the  maintenance 
an  adequate  standard.  War-time  d 
culties,  including  travelling,  are  mat 
which  are  uppermost  in  these  considerati 
at  the  present  time,  but  I  venture  to  sug{ 
that  the  principle  of  two  examiners  be 
present  is  one  which  might  well  be  c 
sidered  by  the  Society,  a  practice  wh 
as  I  have  said,  is  now  generally  adopted 
most  examining  authorities.

In  his  opening  speech, 
the  Minister  explained  that  this  Health 
Scheme  was  planned  with  the  object  of 
making  it  complete  and  available  for  all, 
not  only  to  mend  bad  health  but  to  create 
and  keep  good  health.  The  scheme  was  not 
to  be  thought  of  as  a  free  and  charitable 
service,  for  the  people  were  going  to  pay 
for  it  by  rates  and  taxes  and  by  the  intro- 
duction of  a  social  insurance  policy.  This 
being  so  the  Minister  of  Health,  with  the 
help  of  the  Minister  of  Information,  had 
adopted  the  idea  of  an  exhibition  to  interest 
the  people  in  the  project  they  would  pay 
for  and  in  the  hope  that  they  would  suggest 
ways  and  means  of  improving  the  scheme, 
which  was  still  in  process  of  being  developed.

Sir, — It  has  always  been  my  contention 
that  the  dispensing  of  N.H.I,  prescriptions 
has  been  subsidised  by  chemists.  I  have 
therefore  been  most  interested  to  read 
letters  in  the  C.  6-  D.  columns  demanding 
double  the  present  fees.  If  the  costing  of 
prescriptions  was  gone  into  actuarially,  it 
would  be  found  that  treble  the  present  fee 
would  be  a  just  return,  and  that,  with  the 
increased  quantities  and-  requirements 
envisaged  in  the  new  proposals,  a  double 
fee  would  leave  us  where  we  are.  Another 
grievance  is  the  rota  demanded  by  Insur- 
ance Committees,  when  pharmacies  are 
normally  closed.  No  recompense  is  tendered 
for  this  unremunerative  work,  carried  out 
often  at  considerable  expense  to  the  con- 
tractor. I  suggest  a  fee  of  at  least  los.  6d. 
The  doctors  stood  out  until  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  gave  them  their  desires.  It  is 
apparently  open  to  doctors,  miners  and
